Comparing him with John Reed. 
the New York State Committee of 
the Communist Party yesterday paid 
tribute to the memory of Ben 


Leider, American aviator killed last 
month while fighting with the 
Spanish Loyalist forces. 

A resdlution pledging support to 
the Ben Leider Memorial Fund and 
| vowing .renewed aid 3 the Spanish 
Republic was adopted by a rising 
vote. 

Leider, a New York newspaper- 
man and an active member of the 
Newspaper Guild,, was a me r of 
the Communist Party. He left for 
Spain last year, engaged in active 
service and was shot down on the 
Arganda front on Feb. 19 while en- 
gaged in aerial combat. He was 36. 

He was on the New York Journal 
staff just before he left for Spain 
last September. Previously he had 
been a reporter on the New York 
Evening Post and, before that, was 
connected with the New York City 
Association and the now defunct 
New York Graphic. 

His parents live in Brooklyn and 
his widow, Mrs. Dorothy Gould 
Leider, in Huntington, L. I. 


TEXT OF RESOLUTION 


The resolution follows: 

“The New York State Committee 
of the Communist Party, in full 
session assembled, records its pro- 
found grief at the death of Ben 
Leider, a member of our organiza- 
tion killed in Spain while flying 
with the republican forces. 

“His death came in truly sym- 
bolic manner—wWhile engaged in an 
aerial battle with the fascist foe. 

“A talented and modest Commu- 
nist, Leider olunteered his services 
as an aviator early in the war, 
serving from September until he 
was killed at the Arganda front in 
February. He is the first known 
American casualty.

“An active newspaperman, his 
talents as a reporter and aerial 
photographer won him the respect 
of all members of his own craft, ir- 
respective of views.

During the Last 
48 Hours 


® Scant comfort came yesterday to the 
Green-Hutcheson reactionary clique. 

Their strikebreaking tactics against the 
Committee for Industrial Organization 
unions and union drives do not sit well with 
American trade unionists. 


In the labor movement, during the last 
48 hours, these developments are to be 
noted: 


lL. Typographical Union No. 6 of New 
York—“Big Six” as it is proudly called 
condemned the “antiquated, unpractical, un- 
economical... craft union organization pol- 
icy” of the American Federation of Labor 
Executive Council and endorsed the C.LO. 
organization drives. Ten thousand union 
printers, in the largest local of the country, 
thus strongly placed themselves behind the 
policies of the industrial union movement, 

2. President Louis P. Marciante of the 
New Jersey State Federation of Labor de- 
clared for cooperation between the C. I. O. and 
that state body in organizational work. At 
the same time, the desire to effect such co- 
operation was expressed by Julius Emspak, 
head of the New Jersey C. I. O. movement. 

3. Philadelphia C. I. O. local unions and 

craft unions supporting the C. I. O. drives, at 
a mass meeting, decided definitely to carry 
on the fight against the dictatorship decree 
‘of the Green-Hutcheson clique. Five hun- 
dred delegates, representing 100,000 organ- 
ized workers of the City of Brotherly Love, 
condemned the autocratic expulsion program 
of the A. F. of L. executive council. 


4. President John Philips of the Penn- 
sylvania Federation of Labor instructed del- 
egates to the Philadelphia Central Labor 
Union to ignore the “expulsion” order. He 
declared that the entire matter will be taken 
up at the convention of the State Federa- 
tion of Labor in Harrisburg on March 30. 

In these developments the voice of the 
rank and file spoke out clearly and thunder- 
ously. That voice commands support of the 
C. I. O. and of its great unionization cam- 
paigns. That voice commands sharp repu- 
diation of the Green-Hutcheson splitting 
“orders” in every central body and in every 
state federation. 

There can be no let-up in the fight 
against that disruption and destruction of 
the union movement, which the Executive 
Council reactionaries are trying so desper- 
ately to consummate. 


The ‘Good Neighbor’ 


Uses Gunmen 


Let the State Department inform the 
American people how the wanton massacre 


of nationalists in Puerto Rico squares with 


its declarations about democracy and “good 
neighbors” at the Buenos Aires Peace Con- 
ference. 

A peaceful demonstration, originally 
granted a permit by Mayor Ormes of Ponce, 
is later on the spur of the moment declared 
illegal“ by Col. Enrique de Orbeta, insular 
police chief, and the crowd is raked with 
deadly pistol and rifle fire. Does Col. de Or- 
beta hope to become another Batista, and is 


he trying to show his worthiness to Wash- 


ington by wholesale slaughter? 

And what was the shooting all about? 
The Nationalist Party had called for a pro- 
test demonstration against the prison sen- 
tence of its president, Dr. Albizu Campos, 
whose imprisonment was upheld by the Bos- 
ton Federal Court. They were demanding 
the release of their leader. 

This is not the first time that Col. En- 
rique de Orbeta’s police have slaughtered 
Nationalists. Because they demand separa- 
tion and independence of Puerto Rico from 
United States domination, members of this 
party are treated virtually as outlaws. 

Secause the Nationalist Party blunder- 


ins! has tried to isolate itself from a gen- 
_ ral people's movement in Puerto Rico the

“The Hitlerite propaganda makes a clever use of 
this political situation. The Fascist parties preach 
abandonment of the alliance with France and affilia- 
tion to Germany ig foreign politics. They are prepared 
to see the of Czechoslovakia in the hope 
that thus Rumania might evade the Magyar schemes 
of revision, backed by Hitler. They do not or will 
not see that even if for the moment Rumania's status 
quo may remain intact, it will yet only be a q 
of a revision b¥ installments. , 


“Germany has no idea of recognizing and guaran- 


Reichmarks, which flow in millions into Rumania in 
order, via an influence on domestic affairs, to weaken 
and modify the country’s foreign policy. 


“But where are the opposing forces, the forces 
which maintain the semi-democracy of today, and 
could win true democracy tomorrow? 

“The Peasants’ and Workers’ Parties alone are 
democratic forces in the “positive sense. But only 
their unification would be capable of kindling the 
mass movement that would be necessary to repress 
Fascism and to lead the people at large in a vigorous 
campaign. 

“The National-Zaranists believe themselves bound, 
as a large party, to reject a policy of unity, and fail 
to perceive that the only road to power is the fight 


against Fascism, which is corruvting the people. 


“The Radical-Zaranists (Iunian), a smell peasants’ 
party, demand free elections and an elected govern- 
ment, as though the real issue were not above all to 
strike down Fascism by every means. 


“The Communists are indeed supporters of a peas- 
ants’ and workers’ front, but are hated among the 
non-Socialist parties on account of their program, 
which advocates the right of the inhabitants of the 
former Hungarian portion of the country to secede if 
they so desire. :
